REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The claims are considered patentable because of the inclusion of the claim limitations, the 
ratio of the number of reciprocations per unit time of the developer charging means to the 
number of rotations per unit time of the image bearing to is between 1/25 and 3 inclusive, that is 
not taught by or suggested by the prior art of record.
